Returned to Work Without Any Union 


Regulations—Accept the Em- ' 


ployers' Terms. 


Chicago, Sept. 27—Nine thousand 


men returned to work without any 
union regulations of any sort when 
three Chicago branches of the Inter- 
national harvester works and the Pull- 
man company reopened their shops 
after a shut-down of two weeks. The 
men not only returnpd to their former 
places as individuals, but they also 
agreed to reductions in pay of 10 to 20 
per cent. Before the shut-down the 
International 
harves-ter works recog- 


nized the labor unions, but with the 
announcement 
of a resumption of 


work came the statement that the 
company would not renew its agree- 
ment with the trades unions and that 
the plants would be operated on a 
basis of 57^ hours a week instead of 
54, with no increase in wages. 
The 


men accepted the ultimatum of the 
company without any serious manifes- 
tation of discontent and all of the old 
employes who could obtain work ac- 
cepted the new regulations. 


Sigsbee's Curt Note. 


Colon, Sept. 27.—The American con- 


sulate at 
Cartagena 
having 
been 


twice recently besmeared with filth 
Rear Admiral Sigsbee, with his flag- 
ship, the Newark, was ordered to pro- 
ceed thither and investigate the cir- 
cumstances. 
In a communication to 


the governor, Luis Patron. Admiral 
Sigsbee says in part: "I find your ex- 
pressions of regret for the acts of in- 
decency on behalf 
of yourself 
and 


your government satisfactory, but that 
they have not been given sufficient 
publicity. I suggest additional precau- 
tions to prevent a recurrence of such 
incidents and fuller publicity of the 
government's expressions of regret, in 
order to avoid a friendly visit assum- 
ing a more difficult feature." Gover- 
nor Patron complied by reiterating his 
regrets. 


New Scale Signed. 


Monessen, Pa., Sept. 27.—At the Na- 


tional tin plate works of the American 
Sheet and Tin Plate company the ton- 
nage men of the hot mills signed a 
new scale effective Oct. 1 which pro- 
vides for a reduction of 12% pei cent. 
The plant has 25 mills in operation 
and several hundred men are affected. 
No trouble resulted whatever as the 
result of the cut^ the men signing 
•without protest. The mills run on a 
tonnage system adopted when the 
plant was put in operation six years 
ago. 
The men are guaranteed steady 


•work under the new scale. 


Skew's Sentence Disapproved. 


Washington. Sept. 27. — The presi- 


dent has disapproved of the findings 
and sentence in the case of Fred H. 
Skow. who was alleged to be a mem- 
ber of Company M, Twentieth infan- 
try, and who as such was tried by 
courtmartial and convicted under two 
charges of desertion and of miscon- 
duct in joining the enemy and sen- 
tenced to death. 
It was found upon 


review of the case that Skow had prac- 
tically been discharged from the mili- 
tary service of the United States, and 
that at the time he was arraigned he 
was no longer amenable to trial by 
courtmartial. This action restores him 
to liberty.
